Since  my  Letter  to  Dr.  Buchan 
yvas  printed,  I have  feen  a Pamphlet 
containing  A Series  of  Experiments, 
infiituted  with  a view  of  afeertaining 
the  mof  fuccefsful  method  of  Inocu ■* 
l at  in g the  Small  Pox. 

From  the  whole  of  thefe  experi- 
ments it  appears,  that  neither  the 
number  of  the  puftules,  nor  the  mild- 
nefs  of  the  difeafe  depends,  in  the 
fmalleft  degree,  on  the  mode  of  pre- 
paring the  body  ; that  Inoculation 
generally  fucceeds  bell:,  without  any 
preparation  3 and  that  the  common 
method  of  giving  violent  purges  and 
mercurials,  does  more  harm  than 
good. 

No  one  will  queftion  the  accuracy 
pf  experiments  made  by  the  in- 
genious and  candid  Dr.  Watfon , 
F,  R.  S.  and  Phyfician  to  the 
foundling  Hofpital, 


PREFACE. 


SOME  friends  having  lately  de- 
fired  me  to  publifh  my  obfer- 
vations  on  the  fubjedl  of  the  Gonor- 
rhoea, faying  fuch  a ftep  was  necef- 
fary,  in  their  opinion,  to  complete 
my  former  * book,  I have  thought 
proper  to  comply  with  their  requeft. 

There  are  two  very  different  me- 
thods of  treating  this  diforder,  the 
one  by  internal  medicines  entirely, 
the  other  by  external  application,  in 
the  way  of  an  injection  folely,  or  for 
the  mod:  part.  The  former  is  gene- 
rally a very  tedious,  and  in  many  re- 
A 2 fpedls 
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fpe6ts  a difagreeable  procefs ; the  lat- 
ter is  both  eafy  and  expeditious,  but 
dreaded  by  many  perfons  on  account 
of  a falfe  idea  which  has  long  pre- 
vailed, and  is  even  now  too  generally 
adopted.  This  ill-founded  notion  I 
fliall  endeavour  to  remove  by  fuch 
arguments  and  quotations  from 
writers  of  diftinguifhed  credit,  as  will 
greatly  tend  to  confirm  my  opinion. 

I long  declined  ufing  injections,  till 
being  informed  of  the  fuperior  advan- 
tages of  them,  not  only  from  the  pro- 
feflion,  but  from  fcveral  of  their  pa- 
tients alfo,  I could  no  longer  enter- 
tain a doubt  of  the  fadt.  Subfequent 
fuccefs  has  eftablilhed  me  in  this 
mode  of  pradtice*  and  I hope  to 
have  the  good  fortune  to  convert 
others  alfo,  as  open  to  convidtion, 
and  as  defirous  as  myfelf,  of  arriving 
at  truth. 


On 
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On  the  publication  of  the  former 
work,  I flattered  myfelf  the  profef- 
fion  would  have  made  fome  pra£li- 
cal  improvements  on  my  new  mer- 
curial procefsj  but  finding  they  ra- 
ther neglected  it,  it  became  expedi- 
ent to  ufe  my  utmofl  exertions,  and  I 
apprehend  the  procefs  is  rendered  much 
more  convenient  and  eligible  than  it 
was  at  firft  +.

f Finding  the  mercurial  powder  rather  difagree- 
able  to  Tome  patients,  I have  lately  converted  it 
into  a mucilage  or  liniment,  of  an  adhefive  vifci- 
dity,  in  which  forth  it  is  more  agreeable  and  ufe- 
ful.  The  dofe  is  the  fmalleft  that  can  well  be 
imagined. 

With  twenty-five  grains  of  this  compofition,, 
which  contained  one  fcruple  of  the  mercurius  dul- 
cis,  (applied  to  the  lips)  I cured  a young  gentleman 
in  twelve  days  of  a chancre,  which  a perfon  whom 
he  confulted,  propofed  to  remove  at  once  with  the 
knife.  The  patient  was  much  (hocked  at  the 
propofal,  and  went  to  him  no  more. 

No  man  furely  of  profeffional  knowledge  in  thefe 
days,  would  think  to  cure  a mortification  (where 
the  whole  mafs  of  blood  is  corrupted)  by  remov- 
ing the  black  and  gangrenous  part  by  excifion  or 
cauftc.

It  is  a pleafure  to  me  to  hear 
from  gentlemen  of  uuqneftionable 
veracity  of  its  fuccefs  under  the  di- 
region  of  fome  of  the  profeflion,  not 
only  in  common,  but  alfo  in  fome 
defperate  cafes  which  had  refilled 
many  ftrong  courfes  of  mere  u 17 : 
the  patients  thus  cured,  related  the 
fortunate  circumftance  to  their  friends 
(in  jufiice  to  me,  as  they  werepleafed 
to  fay),  and  I attribute  the  having 
received  no  account  of  the  cures, 
from  the  gentlemen  under  whole 
care  they  were,  to  reafons  of  an 
obvious  and  delicate  nature.  I am 
forry  however  that  this  or  any  other 
conlideration  Ihould  have  deprived 
the  world,  as  well  as  me,  of  the  fa* 
tisfa&ion  of  their  additional  and  im- 
partial teftimony* 

If,  on  the  contrary,  upon  a fair 
trial,  the  procefs  had  failed  them,  a 

friendly 
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friendly  reprefentation  of  the  matter 
would  have  afforded  me  an  oppor- 
tunity of  explaining,  and  have  tended 
to  a removal  of  their  objections. — 
I vvifli  to  have  the  real  opinions 
of  others,  whether  friends  or  not, 
in  the  fame  undifguifed  manner 
as  I give  my  own  for  by  collifion 
of  oppofite  fentiments  truth  fre- 
quently is  obtained,  and  lcience  is 
improved  *.

Every  prafeflional  writer,  on  this 
fubje£t  finds  himlelf  in  an  awk- 
ward fituation;  for  if  he  publifhes 
liis  opinion  and  prafrice  without  re- 
ferve,  (a  duty  which  regular  prac- 
titioners owe  to  the  incorporated  fo- 
ciety  of  which  they  are  members,) 
he  is  thought  to  lay  his  profeffioii 
too  open  to  the  world,  and  incurs 
blame  on  that  account*  ; and  when 
he  a£ts  a different  part,  referring  his 
to  lnmfclf,.  he  is  then  fine 
to  be  condemned,  and  in  truth  with 
more  juftice,  for  purfuing  the  line  of 
an  empirical  pretender  whofe  views 
are  always  confidered  as  felfifh  and 
mercenary.

* It  is  my  endeavour  and  with  to  write  fo  as 
to  be  undcrftood  by  thofe  who  have  had  a liberal 
education,  and  are  able  to  comprehend  an  argu- 
ment whether  they  are  medical  men  or  not  j tqr 
if  they  have  not  profeflional  knowledge  to  guide, 
fo  neither  have  they  profeflional  prejudices  to  mis- 
lead them. 
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Profeflions  of  difintereftednefs  from 
authors,  or  others,  meet  with  no  re- 
gard or  credit  from  mankind  ; ambi- 
tion, and  love  of  emolument,  are  the 
moft  common  and  powerful  incen- 
tives to  a&ion : yet  on  occafions 
where  private  advantage  and  publick 
benefit  can  be  brought  to  unite,  there 
is  certainly  a great  additional  pleafure 
to  every  liberal  mind. 

Thofe  perfons  have  much  to  arr- 
fwer  for,  who  recommend  a reliance 
on  their  fpecifics  without  mercury , at 
a time  when  their  daily  practice  af- 
fords them,  as  well  as  others,  the 
ftrongeft  proof  and  conviction  of 
the  fallibility  of  their  medicines. — 
How  ardently  foever  the  faculty  may 
wifh  for  a more  innocent  remedy 
than  mercury,  they  muft  notwith- 
standing be  poflefled  of  much  ftronger 
evidence  than  they  are  at  prefen  t* 

before 
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before  they  relinquilh  the  only  incon- 
t ell  able  fecurity.  The  foie  quellion 
then  is;  Which  is  the  bell  method  of 
adminiftering  mercury  ? 

Mr.  Potty  in  his  Preface  to  Obferva- 
tions  on  Wounds  of  the  Head,  recom- 
mends the  advice  given  by  Lord  Bacon 
to  lludents,  “ to  con  fide  r one  diieafe 
at  a time,  and  to  become  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  that,  before  he  under- 
takes another.”  He  further  obferyes* 
“ that  the  only  means  by  which 
true  and  ufeful  knowledge  is  to  be 
obtained,  in  this  and  in  every  part 
of  furgery,  are  a competent  know- 
ledge of  the  anatomical  flrudlure  of 
the  human  frame,  a clofe  attention 
to  the  fymptoms  of  difeafes  in  the 
living,  and  a minute  examination  of 
the  appearances  in  the  dead:  thefe 
are  the  great  fountains  of  all  medi- 
cal knowledge.”  Mr.  Pott  has  here 

pointed 
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^pointed  out,  in  my  opinion,  in  a 
very  judicious  manner,  the  path 
which  every  chirurgical  pra&itioner 
and  writer  ihould  purfue,  who  un- 
dertakes to  explain  the  true  nature, 
feat,  and  cure  of  any  bodily  diforder.

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A brief  Account  of  the  Remedies  in  Ufe 
for  the  Cure  of  the  Venereal 
Disease,  from  its  firft  Appear- 
ance in  Europe. 

HE  cure  of  this  diforder,  which 


has  now  prevailed  all  over  Eu- 
rope near  three  centuries,  has  not 
been  fo  much  improved  by  the  pro- 
feflion  as  might  have  been  expedted 
during  fo  long  a period.  It  raged 
for  feveral  years  uncontrouled,  be- 
fore an  effectual  remedy  for  it  was 
difcovered.  After  the  antidote  for  this 
poifon  was  found  to  exift  in  mer- 
cury (quickfilver),  flill  fo  unfortu- 
nate was  the  application  of  it,  that 
many  lives  were  loft  by  horrible  fa- 
livations,  (too  fhockingto  relate),  in 
confequence  of  the  want  of  fufficient 
knowledge  of  the  nature  and  quali- 
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-ties  of  mercury,  in  the  praftitioners  of 
thofe  times. 

In  1-685,  Dr.  Sydenham  wrote  on 
this  among#  other  fubj efts.  His  ac- 
count fhews,  that  although  the  ufe  of 
the  remedy  was  better  underftood, 
yet  the  cure  of  the  diforder  was  but 
little  improved. 

In  1731,  Dr.  'Turner , a member  of 
the  College  of  phyficians  in  London , 

who  had  made  the  Venereal  Difeafe 

* 

his  particular  ftudy,  thought  proper 
to  communicate  his  obfervations  and 
praftice  to  the  world.  His  draftic 
purges,  and  mercurial  prefcriptions, 
were  fuch  as  might  deftroy  the  mod 
robuft  conftitution ; what  then  muft 
have  become  of  thole  of  a weak  and

delicate  frame  ? 

' Dr.  Boerhaave  has  advanced  a fyf- 
tem  of  his  own,  apparently  lefs  de- 
trimental than  former  ones,  and  which 

has

lias  been  very  much  adopted  of  late 
years.  The  Doctor’s  theory  of  the 
difeafe  is,  that  it  is  feated  in  the 
fat  ; therefore  evacuations  tending  to 
wafte  and  deftroy  the  membrana  adi- 
pofa  (fat),  would,  in  his  opinion, 
contribute  much  to  the  cure  of  this 
diforder ; for  which  reafon  he  recom- 
mended the  mod:  powerful  fudorifics 
and  purgatives ; the  former  of  which 
are  indeed  lefs  prejudicial  to  the  con- 
ftitution  than  the  latter. 

! There  are  two  circumfiances  which 
have  conduced  greatly  to  the  better 
treatment  of  this  complaint,  within 
thefe  twenty  or  thirty  years;  I mean, 
the  extraordinary  and  rapid  improve- 
ments in  anatomy  and  chymiftry : by 
the  one  we  have  learned  the  real  feat 
of  the  diforder,  by  the  other  its  na- 
ture and  quality ; and  by  both  con- 

B 2 joined. 
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joined,  we  are  led  to  a more  rational 
and  eafy  method  of  cure  *. 

* As  the  generality  of  mankind  will  be  naturally 
inquifitive  to  know’,  by  what  accidental,  or  other 
means,  mercury  was  difcovered  to  be  a fpecific  for 
this  diforder,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  inform  them, 
“ that  the  firftattempts  of  the  cure  of  venereal  ma- 
ladies, by  this  remedy,  were  learned  from  the  Ara- 
bians, who  having  recommended  mercurial  oint- 
ments in  the  lepra  or  fcabies,  gave  a handle  to  the 
Italian  phyficians,  to  try  their  efficacy  in  removing 
the  foulnefs  of  the  fkin  from  a new  and  ter- 
rible contagion  : neither  were  they  (paring  of  their 
liniments,  which  they  continued  to  rub  in  for 
twelve,  fifteen,  nay,  fometimes  for  above  thirty 
days  togetherf a very  dangerous  practice,  which 
prevails  too  much  even  in  the  prefent  age.  Sarfa- 
parilla,  faffafras,  guaiaeum,  have  all  at  different 
periods  been  in  more  or  lefs  eftimation  for  theif 
antivenereal  virtues;  but  mercury  is  the  only  anti- 
dote for  this  poifon,  on  which  any  age  has  repofed 
an  entire  confidence. 

The  deco£fions  of  the  woods  have  generally 
been  ufed  only  as  auxiliaries  to  mercury,  in  which 
capacity  they  have  without  doubt  a confiderable 
degree  of  merit. 

f Mead  on  Poifons. 
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GONORRHOEA. 


H E part  principally  affe£ted 


by  the  gonorrhoea  is  the  penis,, 
which  confifts  of  three  parts ; two  of 
which  are  called  corpora  cavernofa, 
and  lie  on  each  fide,  and  a third,  which 
is  fituated  underneath,  named  corpus 
fpongiofum  urethrae,  con  filling  of  the 
bulb  and  membranous  part,  continued' 
on  to  the  bladder,  and  terminating  at 
the  other  extremity  in  the  corona,  or 
glans  penis.  The  urethra  has  three 
glands,  which  were  difcovered  by 
Coivpe?-,  and  called  mucous  glands* 
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from  the  tenacity  of  the  liquor  which 
-they  feparate.  There  are  alfo  two,  (or 
rather  one,)  about  the  fize  of  a nut- 
meg } they  lie  at  the  neck  of  the  blad- 
der, between  the  veficulae  feminales 
and  penis,  under  the  ofla  pubis,  almoft 
within  the  pelvis  of  the  abdomen  i 
they  feparate  a limpid  glutinous  hu- 
mour, which  is  carried  into  the  ure- 
thra by  feveral  dudts  which  enter 
near  thofe  of  the  proftatae.  This 
liquor  feems  to  be  defigned  to  be 
mixed  with  the  femen  in  the  urethra, 
in  the  time  of  coition,  to  make  it 
flow  more  eafily.  The  two  firft  of 
Cowpers  glands  are  about  the  bignefs 
of  a French  bean,  of  a deprefled  oval 
figure,  and  a yellowifh  colour  like  the 
proftatae,  being  on  each  fide  the 
bulb  of  the  urethra,  a little  above  it. 
Their  excretory  dudts  arife  from  the 

internal  fur  face  next  the  inner  mem- 
brane 
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brane  of  the  urethra,  into  which  they 
open  a little  lower  by  two  diftindl 
orifices,  juft  below  the  curvature  of 
the  ofla  pubis  in  perineo,  where  they 
difcharge  a tranfparent  vifcous  liquor. 
The  third  mucous  gland  is  a fmatl 
conglobate  yellowifh  gland  like  the 
former,  but  fomewhat  lefs,  fituated 
above  the  angle  of  the  flexure  of  the 
urethra,  under  the  ofla  pubis,  in  the 
perinaeum,  near  the  anus : it  has  two 
excretory  dudfs,  which  enter  the  ure- 
thra obliquely,  a quarter  of  an  inch 
below  the  two  former,  and  difcharges 
a liquor  like  them  both  in  colour 
and  conflftence. 

The  feat  of  the  gonorrhoea  in  wo- 
men is  the  vagina,  which  is  affedled 
with  a difcharge  like  that  of  the  ure- 
thra in  men.  It  lies  between  the  blad- 
der and  inteftinum  redtum,  and  has 
rugae,  under  which  are  fmall  glands, 

whofe 
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whofe  excretory  du£ts  are  called  la- 
cunae. Thefe  glands  feparate  a muci- 
laginous flimy  liquor  to  lubricate  the: 
vagina,  and  are  the  feat  of  the  gonor- 
rhoea in  this  fex,  as  the  glands  in  the. 
urethra  are  in  the  male.  The 
meatus  urinarius  being  a very  fhort 
paflage,  the  heat  and  fcalding  is 
confequently  much,  lefs  than  in  the. 
men.. 

Venereal  matter  almoft  always  oc— 
cafions  a converfion  of  the  mucus  of 
the  part,  or  of  the  fluids  of  the  ulcer 
or  wound,  into  a matter  fimilar  to 
itfelfj  and  when  a fufficierit  quantity, 
has  been  thus  produced,  it  brings  on- 
an  inflammation  in  the  mucous 
membrane  or  glands,  or  in  the  wound 
or  ulcer,  and  it  is  afterwards  fome* 
times  abforbed  into  the  general  fyftenv 
of  veffels,  but  feldom  before ; the 
firfl  fy  mptoms  therefore  appear  in  the 

part 
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part  where  the  infection  was  received. 
When  the  infe&ion  is  communicated 
by  the  matter’s  being  mixed  with  the 
mucus  of  the  urethra,  vagina,  glans, 
prepuce,  See.  if  no  running,  ulcer, 
or  puftule  have  as  yet  appeared,  it 
may  be  waflied  off,  and  the  difeafe. 
Dr.  Fcrdyce  fays,  may  for  the  moft 
part  be  prevented,  by  r.  Caujlic.  com. 
fort.  Fharrn.  Lond.  si.  Solve  in  aq. 
font.  lib.  j.  et  cola  per  chartam. 

Some  of  the  above  folution  is  to  be 
mixed,  by  a little  at  a time,  with  a cup- 
ful of  water,  till  it  be  ftrong  enough 
to  wafh  the  mucus  from  the  mouth 
without  giving  much  pain.  Fill  a 
fyringe  with  this  liquor,  and  inje6t  it 
into  the  urethra  or  vagina,  retaining 
it  there  for  about  a minute ; then  add 
to  the  remainder  of  the  liquor  a tea- 
fpoonful  of  the  folution,  and  wafh 
theglans,  prepuce,  labia  pudendi,  See. 

laftly, 
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laftly,  inje6l  and  wafli  with  a little 
pure  water  milk  warm.  p.  35 r. 

I have  known  the  fame  preventive 
effects  in  very  many  inftances,  appa- 
rently, (for  we  can  feldom  be  affured 
of  the  fa£l)  from  a faponaceous  lotion 
applied  an  hour  or  longer  poji 
coitum.  The  fecurity  may  be  further 
increafed  by  the  application  of  a little 
mere.  dulc.  to  the  thin  cuticular  fur- 
faces,  immediately  after  the  fapona- 
ceous ablution. 

When  the  venereal  matter  is  mixed 
with  the  foft  mucus,  it  produces  an 
inflammation,  and  great  fecretion 
from  the  mucous  glands ; in  which 
cafe  it  is  not  often  abforbed  into  the 
general  fyffem,  and  the  difeafe  is  cal- 
led a Gonorrhoea. 

Dr.  Fordyce  obferves,  that fi  moll, 
people  are  infedled  by  the  venereal, 
matter  mixing  with,  and  being  re- 
tained! 
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tained  in  the  mucus  of  the  urethra  or 
vagina,  or  upon  the  glans,  prepuce,  or 
labia  pudendi ; from  which  it  cannot 
be  wafhed  off  by  the  urine,  on  ac- 
count of  the  infolubility  of  the  mu- 
cus in  water ; and  the  fymptoms  do 
not  appear  till  twenty- four  hours, 
nay,  fometimes  not  till  after  three 
weeks  from  the  time  of  receiving  the 
infection,  but  moil  commonly  they 
arife  in  four,  five,  or  fix  days. 

“ A Gonorrhoea  from  the  urethra 
in  a man,  begins  with' an  uneafinefs 
about  the  parts  of  generation,  toge- 
ther with  an  appearance  of  a little 
whitifh  matter,  about  the  orifice  of 
the  urethra,  a little  fwelling  and  fome- 
times rednefs  there,  and  a flight, pun- 
gency  upon  the  evacuation  of  urine. 
The  whitifh  matter  foon  increafes  in 
quantity,  the  inflammation  about  the 
end  of  the  urethra  becomes  more 

evident. 
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evident,  and  for  the  mod:  part  there 
is  now  a tenfion  and  hardnefs  through 
the  whole  of  it,  a fwelling  of  the 
lacunae,  and  a fenfation  of  ftridture 
in  the  penis,  particularly  on  erection. 
The  matter  dill  increafes,  flows  out, 
and  grows  thinner,  lofes  all  its  adhe- 
fivenefs,  and  is  of  a yellow,  or  green- 
ish colour.  There  is  pow  always  a 
rednefs  about  the  end  of  the  canal j 
often  a pain  from  the  diftenfion  of 
the  urethra,  during  the  evacuation  of 
urine,  and  a much  feverer  towards 
the  orifice,  from  itsflimulus,  with  an 
increafe  of  the  rednefs  juft  after  it  is 
evacuated.  The  inflammation  pre- 
vents the  extenlion  of  the  urethra  in 
ere&ion,  fo  that  the  penis  is  at  that 
time  curved  downwards  with  great 
pain,  which  is  increafed  if  it  be  raifed 
towards  the  belly,  and  the  ftimulus 

occafions 
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occafions  it  often  to  be  eredted,  efpe- 
dally  when  warm  in  bed  *.  ” 

I believe  it  would  generally  be  ef- 
teemed  good  praftice  on  this  occafion 
to  give  nitre  in  confiderable  quantity* 
a cathartic  eledtuary,  or  pill,  and  to 
take  blood  freely  from  the  patient; 
alfo  to  diredt  large  quantities  of  di- 
luting liquors,  and  further  to  recom- 
mend a ftridt  regimen,  and  abfli- 
nence  from  particular  meats,  vege-* 
tables,  and  ftrong  liquors.  The  quef- 
tion  is,  are  fuch  medicines  and  re- 
ftridtion  neceflary?  In  my  humble 
opinion  they  are  not,  and  they  appear, 
upon  the  whole,  to  do  more  harm 
than  good,  as  I lhall  endeavour  to 
demonftrate  from  the  experience  of 
thofe  who  are  well  qualified  to  give 
C an

an  opinion  in  a matter  of  this  kind, 
and  alfo  from  my  own  practice. 

Dr.  Cullen  remarks,  “ that  purga- 
tives not  only  inflame  the  return, 
but  alfo  extend  their  irritation  to.  the 
urethra.”  May  not  chordee  and  pria- 
pifm  then  often  be  attributed  to  this 
caufe  ? 

Dr.  Fordyce  recommends  “increafing 
the  fecretion  a little,  by  fuch  gentle 
purgatives  as  procure  only  two  or 
three  evacuations  a day.” — But'  who 

• t * 

can  enfure  liis  patient  two  or  three 
ftools  only  in  a day  ? The  inteftines 
being  once  ;puti  into  motion,  will  not 
accommodate  themfelves  exa&ly  to  our 
wifli  or  convenience.  Happily  for  the 
community,  it  fhould  fee m that  even 
gentle  purging  might  be  difpenfed 

with  on  thefe  occafions.

* This  inflammation  is  not  confidered  as  a 
fymptom  proceeding  from  virus,  but  is  treated  like 
a common  inflammation  of  any  other  gland.  Emol- 
lient fomentations  and  cataplafms,  unguents  and 
faturnine  lotions  (which  of  late  are  much  ufed), 
are  proper  to  be  employed  as  fedatives,  to  eafe  the 
pain  of  this  fvvelling  ; and  above  all,  a proper  trufs, 
which  effectually  fupports  the  part,  and  takes  off 
the  weight  from  the  fpermatic  chord  ; likewife. 
phlebotomy,  and  anodynes,  (which  alleviate  the 
chotdee  and  priapifm)  are  neceffary.  An  inflam- 
mation of  this  part,  arifing  from  venereal  irrita- 
tion, brifk  purges,  or  fudden  cold,  rarely,  if  ever, 
fuppurates.  A lancet  has  been  inadvertently  ap- 
plied by  one  who  thought  he  felt  a fluctuation. of 
matter  in  the  part ; a dreadful  miftake,  and  fhoukl 
operate  in  future  as  a caution.  The  glands  of  the 
groin  will  fometimes  become  rather  fvvelled  and 
painful  from  fympathy,  and  foon  fubfide,  except 
they  fwell  in  confequence  of  a chancre,  in  which 
cafe,  fuppuration  often  cannot  be  prevented,  and 
when  it  does  take  place,  the  difordcr  is  commonly 
tnoff  effectually  cured.

wafhed  off,  and  the  gonorrhoea  either 
returns  in  a few  days,  or  exulcera- 
tions take  place. 

The  Do6tor  further  obferves.  That 
long  continued  purging  is  apt  to 
weaken  the  ftomach  and  inteftines,  to 
hurt  the  digeftion,  to  produce  obfli- 
nate  gleets,  and  leave  hypochondria- 
cal fymptoms,  particularly  in  irritable 
or  melancholic  habits  *. 

Many  more  authorities  might  be 
adduced  in  proof  of  the  bad  effedfs 
of  a long  courfeof  purgatives  in  thefe 
cafes,  which  are  generally  of  confide- 

rable  duration,  when  treated  in  this 

manner. 


♦ Some  gentlemen  of  the  profeflion,  who  are 
averfe  to  overloading  the  ftomach  with  medicines, 
content  themfelves  with  adminiftring  mercury  in 
the  compafs  of  a fmall  pill,  the  operation  of  which 
often  proves  very  rough,  for,  as  Dr.  Saunders  re- 
marks p.  156,  “ the  faline  preparations  never 
agree  Jh  weak  ftomach.,  they  are  apt  to . gr.pe. 
thev  very  frequently  excite  a fever.  Th 
Jery  fufficient  reafons  for  not  giving  them  m dus 

form. 
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manner.  Neither  are  antiphlogiftic 
remedies  to  be  depended  upon,  as 
they  fometimes  produce  the  very  con- 
trary effedt  to  what  was  expedited  of 
them : amongft  the  firft  of  thefe  is 
nitre,  in  inflammatory  diforders.  Dr. 
Lewis , a late  writer  of  no  fmall  credit, 
reckons,  that  nitre  often  gives  relief  in 
ftranguries,  and  heat  of  urine,  pro- 
ceeding either  from  a Ample  or  a vene- 
real taint  j and  indeed  the  greatefl  part 
of  practitioners  have  always  given  it, 
and  ft  ill  continue  to  give  it  in  the  ve- 
nereal ardor  urinae.-  This  practice, 
however,  fays  Dr.  H&pe  in  his  ledtures 
on  the  Materia  medica,  I am  apt  to 
believe  has  taken  its  rife  from  the 

i ' ‘ ' • 

name  of  ardor  having.,  always  been 
given  to  the  pain  in  evacuating  the^ 
urine,  during  the  time  of  a venereal 
inflammation  of  the  urethra,  and  the 
name  and  virtues ’of  a cooler,  having 
C 3 always; 
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always  been  attributed  to  this  fait. 
But  it  is  certain  that  the  urine  paffed 
during  the  time  of  avenerealinflamma- 
tion  is  no  warmer  than  at  other  times, 
and  therefore  to  prefcribe  a cooler  to 
allay  the  heat  of  it,  is  abfurd  : and  1 
amperfuaded,  that  on  a free  and  candid 
examination  of  this  matter,  it  will  be 
found,  that  nitre  has  not  the  fmalleft 
power  of  alleviating  the  pain  which  is 
then  felt  ; for  I have  given  it  in  all  the 
different  ftages  of  this  difeafe,  in 
frnall  and  in  large  dofes;  but  from 
the  foie  ufe  of  it  in  a great  number  of 
trials,  have  never  been  able  to  obferve 
that  it  afforded  the  lead:  relief.  Nor, 
when  we  confider  the  caufe  of  that 
pain,  and  the  efferts  of  nitre,  have 
we  any  reafon  to  expert  it;  for  the 
pain  certainly  proceeds  from  the  acrid 
falts  m the  urine,  ftimulating  the  in- 
flamed or  excoriated  urethra ; and  a 

folution 
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folution  of  nitre  applied  to  any  exco- 
riated part,  always  gives  confiderable 
pain.  Experiments  allure  us,  that 
on  taking  nitre  into  the  ftomach,  the 
urine  becomes  impregnated  with  it. 
The  larger  therefore  the  dofes  are,  the 
ftronger  will  this  impregnation  be, 
and  the  greater  ftimulus  added  to  the 
urine ; fo  that  we  may  fenfibly  con- 
clude, that  this  fait  will  rather  aug- 
ment than  diminilh  the  pain  in  eva- 
• cuating  it.  The  Do6tor  further  re- 
marks, that  there  are  many  weak  and 
delicate  ftomachs,  which  cannot  bear 
the  cold  it  produces,  and  others  in 
whom  it  always  creates  ficknefs  and 
naufea.” 

Befides  the  difagreeable  circum- 
ftance  of  fwallowing  great  quantities 
of  naufeous  medicines,  we  find  there 
is  the  greatefi:  uncertainty,  as  to  their 
real  effects  on  the  difeafes  they  are  in- 

5 tended 
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tended  to  remove.  A powder  of  any 
kind,  which  is  applied  to  blood  in  a 
bafon,  may  vifibly  affebl  that  fluid., 
and  render  it  thin  or  thick  ; yet  being 
taken  into  the  flomach,  and  poffibly 
from  thence  into  the  circulation,  it 
may  take  a very  different  effedt  on 
the  circulating  fluids,  or  perhaps 
none,  having  undergone  a material 
alteration  in  its  comfe. 

A celebrated  Ledlurer  on  the  Mate- 
ria medica  (now  in  his  grave),  dif- 
courfing  with  his  pupils  on  the 
powerful  operations  of  mucilaginous 
medicines  in  the  alleviation  of  the 
pain  arifmg  from  the  flone  in  the 
bladder,  remarked  that  fuch  medi- 
cines were  extremely  ufeful  where  the 
flone  was  of  the  mulberry  kind,  and 
apt  to  vellicate  the  coats  of  the  blad- 
der. He  told  them  the  ropy  muci- 
lage would  envelop  the  flone,  and 

make 
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make  a uniformly  fmooth  furface,  and 
entirely  deprive  it  of  its  afperities, 
and  confequently  of  its  power  of 
hurting  the  bladder. 

It  is  difficult  for  one  converfant 
with  the  mechanifm  of  the  human 
body,  and  the  operation  of  medicine, 
to  fuppofe,  that  a mucilage  given  by 
the  mouth  will  arrive  at  the  bladder 
in  that  ftate.  We  are  certain  that 
particular  remedies  will  ftimulate  par- 
ticular parts : ballam  of  capivi,  for  in- 
ftance,  being  abforbed,  is  known  to 
affedl  the  kidnies  and  bladder,  by  the 
ftrong  odour  it  imparts  to  tire  urine ; 
but  we  do  not  find,  this,  or  any  other 
medicine,  except  quickfilver,  will 
pafs  off  in  the  fame  form  in  which 
it  is  adminiftred  by  the  mouth.  This 
balfam  is  very  much  efteemed  for  its 
great  virtues,  particularly  in  certain 
ftages  of  the  gonorrhoea,  but  it  is  fo 

very 
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very  difagreeable  on  account  of  its 
oily  and  bitter  quality,  as  well  as  its 
l'mell,  that  fome  patients  are  foon  dif- 
gufted  with  it,  and  others  will  not  be 
prevailed  upon  to  take  it  at  all ; we 
cannot  therefore  think  it  ffrange  that 
many  gentlemen  fhould  often  prefer 
injections  to  all  other  means,  which 
do  not  appear  to  render  fervice  in  any 
degree  equal  to  the  trouble  which  at- 
tends them.  It  muft  be  acknowledged 
that  patients  often  fuffer  more  from 
the  remedy  than  the  diforder;  they 
are  often  more  reduced  in  their  flefh, 
(and  more  pallid  in  their  counte- 
nance, a circumftance  which  frequently 
leads  to  difagreeable  difcoveries),  from 
the  operation  of  purgatives  in  a go- 
norrhoea in  the  fpace  of  one  week, 
than  they  would  have  been  in  a month, 
if  there  had  been  no  attempt  made  to 
check  the  progrefs  of  the  diforder. 

; / Further, 
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Further,  there  are  many  people 
who  have  not  leifure  to  purfue  the  fe- 
veral  directions  and  prefcriptions  given 
by  writers,  and  if  they  could  find  time, 
they  would  have  but  little  inclination’ 
to  undergo  fo  much  fatigue  and 
trouble.  Such  tedious  procefies  are 
very  ill  contrived  for  the  multitude, 
who  mud  be,  and  are  daily  cured  by 
means  much  more  eafy  and  expedi- 
tious, and  quite  as  effectual. 

Dr.  Buchan  is  of  opinion,  “ that  a 
virulent  gonorrhoea  can  feldonv  be 
cured  fpeedily  and  effectually  at  the 
fame  time.  The  patient  ought  therefore 
not  to  expeCt,  nor  the  phyfician  to 
promife  it.  It  will  often  continue 
for  two  or  three  months,  and  fome- 
times  for  five  or  fix,  even  where  the 
treatment  has  been  very  proper.” — 
Domeftic  medicine , p.  536.

Dr. 
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Dr.  Smith , in  his  Formulae  medica- 
mentorum,  aflerts,  that  the  gonor- 
rhoea, if  taken  in  the  beginning,  may 
generally  be  cured  in  a fortnight  with- 
out any  injury  to  the  conftitution,  or 
any  ill  cffe£ts  what  foe  ver . 

What  each  of  thefe  gentlemen  have 
afferted,  is  certainly  very  true,  and  the 
difference  is  owing  to  the  means  made 
life  of  in  the  cure,  as  I have  often  ex- 
perienced. The  account  of  this  dif- 
order,  and  of  the  lues  venerea,  by  Dr. 
Smith , is  fo  concife,  and  copious  at 
the  fame  time,  that  I (hall  give  it  for 
the  information  of  my  readers. 

« The  lues  venerea  has  been  diftin- 
guifhed  into  the  firft  and  fecond  infec- 
‘ tion;  or  more  properly  into  local  and 
univerfal.  Local,  when  the  genitals 
only  are  affe£fed,  and  this  fpecies  of 
the  complaint  has  been  called  a Go- 
norrhoea or  Clap.  Univerfal,  when 

the 
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the  habit  in  general  is  tainted  with 
the  venereal  cacoethes ; and  then  the 
difeafe  is  ftiled  a Pox. — A local  in- 
fection, or  Clap,  if  not  attended  with 
chancres*  buboes,  or  fwelled  tefticles, 
may  be  very  eafily  and  readily  cured. 

“ Bland  oil,  fuch  as  oil  of  almonds, 
or  the  like,  fhould  be  injeCled  warm 
into  the  urethra,  two  or  three  times 
every  day  j and  after  the  eighth  day* 
the  following  injeCtion  fhould  be 
thrown  up  a little  warmed  for  four 
or  five  days  more,  or  as  long  as  there 
fhould  be  occafion.

“ The  cathartic  emulfion,  No.  4. 
may  be  taken  twice  in  a week,  and 
a little  mercurial  ointment  may  be 
rubbed  every  night  into  the  groins. 

By  thefe  means,  a clap,  if  taken 
in  the  beginning,  may  generally  be 
19  cured 
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cured  in  a fortnight,  without  any  in- 
jury to  the  conftitution,  or  any  ill 
effedls  what  foe  ver.  If  the  fymptoms 
fhould  any  of  them  be  troublefome, 
they  may  be  eafily  palliated.  The 
heat  of  urine  by  plenty  of  diluent  li- 
quors, with  gum  arabic  and  nitre. 
The  priapifm  and  chordee,  by  opiates 
taken  at  bed  time.  The  phymofis 
and  paraphymofis,  by  emollient  cata- 
plafms,  and  oil  thrown  up  between 
the  glans  penis  and  the  prepuce. 
Buboes  by  the  cathartic  emuliion, 
and  the  mercurial  ointment.  The 
hernia  humoralis,  by  blood  lettings, 
and  lenient  cathartics,  with  emollient 
fomentations  and  cataplafms  to  the 
part.  And  chancres,  by  oil,  or  a 
ftrong  mercurial  ointment. 

“ In  a fecond  infection,  or  Pox, 
mercury  and  its  preparations  are  moil 
to  be  depended  upon.  It  has  been 
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the  general  pra&ice  to  prefcribe  mer- 
curials in  fuch  a manner  as  to  excite 
a falivation  , but  from  experience  it 
has  been  found,  that  a falivation  is  by 
no  means  necefTary  to  the  cure  of  ve- 
nereal fymptoms,  as  many  bad  cafes 
have  been  relieved  by  mercurials, 
given  as  alteratives,  when  the  mouth 
has  not  been  at  all  affe&ed.  The  fol- 
lowing method  will  cure  a confirmed 
pox,  with  as  much  certainty  as  a 
falivation;

It  may  be  neceffiary  to  continue 
the  medicines  for  a fortnight  after  th» 
fymptoms  have  difappeared;  and,  dur- 
ing the  cure,  the  patient  fhould  keep 
warm,  ufe  a light  nourifhing  diet, 
and  drink  plenty  of  broths  or  the 
like.  The  warm  bath  would  add  to 
the  efficacy  of  the  medicines,  and 
confiderably  liaften  the  cure.’*

I have  experienced  the  fame  good 
effedts  in  the  cure  of  the  gonorrhoea, 
from  a vitriolic  injection,  as  thofe 
deferibed  by  Dr.  Smith,  and  I know 
that  others  have  obferved  the  fame. 
This  anfwers  much  better  than  injec- 
tions prepared  with  mercury.  The 
la  ft  mentioned  generally  depofit  a 
fediment,  and  the  powder  being  con- 
veyed into  the  urethra  caufes  an  ir- 
ritation 
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ritation  and  pain  in  the  paflage. 
Some  practitioners  make  ufe  of  oily 
injections  (as  they  fay)  to  encou- 
rage the  running — which  appears  to 
me  to  need  no  encouragement,  but 
on  the  contrary  is  too  copious,  and 
may  be  immediately  retrained:  for 
this  purpofe  I make  ufe  of  Dr. 
Smith' s vitriolic  injection,  (cold  ra- 
ther than  warm)  which  often  com- 
pletes the  cure  in  the  courfe  of  a 
fortnight  (or  lefs),  the  time  men- 
tioned by  the  DoCtor. 

If  the  injeCtion  caufes  any  more 
than  a flight  fenfation  of  fmart  or 
pain  in  the  paffage,  it  is  evidently 
too  much  impregnated  with  vitriol, 
and  the  folution  mufl  be  made  weaker, 
as  the  irritation  of  the  liquor  would 
aggravate  the  fymptoms,  inflead  of 
diminifhing  them.  One  great  objec-  . 
tion  to  this  fort  of  praCtice  is  raifed 
D 3 on 
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on  the  fuppofition  that  injections  are 
apt  to  produce  ftriCture  in  the 
urinary  paffage.  This  idea,  I appre- 
hend, is  not  well  founded : I have 
enquired  of  many  different  people 
who  have  been  troubled  with  this 
complaint,  if  they  had  ufed  injec- 
tions for  the  cure  of  the  gonorrhoea, 
and  was  generally  anfwered  in  the 
negative.  I am  much  inclined  to 
think  with  Dr.  Fordyce , **  that  when 
a gonorrhoea  continues  long,  it  fome- 
limes  produces  a ftriCture  in  the 
part.”  Inflammation  is  naturally 
difpofed  to  produce  contraction  and 
ftriCture  in  the  different  facculi  and 
paffages  of  the  body,  as  well  as  in 
the  urethra  : therefore  we  may  con- 
clude, that  evils  are  often  attributed 
to  injections,  which  in  faCt  owe  their 
origin  to  other  caufes.  The  fame 
gentleman  very  juftly  obferves,  that 

omitting 
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omitting  the  injection  once  or  twice 
will  often  make  it  fail  of  curing, 
when  it  would  have  otherwife  pro- 
duced that  effeft.  He  likewife  re- 
marks, that  patients  treated  in  this 
manner,  are  lefs  liable  to  inflamma- 
tion of  the  tefticles,  or  of  the  glands 
\ in  the  groin  (or  to  chancres)  or  tinc- 
tures. Thefe  obfervations  are  certainly- 
founded  on  fa£t.  It  is  the  general 
opinion,  that  fmall  dofes  of  mercury, 
either  externally  or  internally,  ought 
to  accompany  the  ufe  of  inje&ions. 
See  Fordyce , Saunders,  Smith,  and 
others. — I give  a grain  of  mercurial 
powder,  * and  apply  it  to  the  cuticu- 
lar  furfaces  of  the  lips,  and  at  the 
fame  time  make  ufe  of  the  vitri- 
olic 

* But  as  even  a grain  of  any  powder  is  difagreeable 
to  fome  perfons,  it  may  be  adminiftered  in  a parte 
of  a mucilaginous  vifcidity,  and  the  dofe,  fo  pre- 
pared, needs  not  exceed  two  grains  in  the  whole. 
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olic  in  preference  to  every  other  in- 
ieflion.  I know  of  no  other  (though 
I have  made  repeated  trials  of  feve- 
ral),  which  would  remove  the  dis- 
order in  twice  the  time  which  this 
takes  to  do  it,  and  fome  that  would 
not  fucceed  at  all,  but  feemed  rathei 
to  aggravate  the  fymptoms. 

It  is  now  proved  by  a repetition  ot 
ingenious  experiments,  and  generally 
admitted,  that  the  difcharge  in  a go- 

norrhma  proceeding  from  the  urethra, 

is  not  pus,  hut  mucus.  Pus  is  the 
matter  which  proceeds  from  wounds 
and  ulcers,  whereas  mucus  comes 
from  furfaces  not  ulcerated,  though 
fometimes  inflamed.  Dr.  Hunter  fays 
he  has  often  diffeaed  the  urethra  of 
perfons  who  have  died,  having  the 
eonorrhcea  at  that  time,  and  he 
adds,  that  he  never  difeovered  any 
ulcers  in  the  paffage.  Mucus  is  in 
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itfelf  an  innocent,  mild  fluid,  but  ca- 
pable of  acquiring  virulence  and 
acrimony  from  contagious  infe&ion. 

The  gonorrhoea  is  an  increafed  and 
virulent  difcharge  of  the  mucus  from 
the  glands  of  the  urinary  pafTage. 
Mucus,  when  untainted,  is  tranfpa- 
rent  like  the  white  of  an  egg,  ap- 
pears as  a drop  fometimes  at  the 
orifice  of  the  urethra  next  the  glans, 
is  of  a mucilaginous  vifcidity,  and  its 
life  is  to  fheathe  and  defend  the  paf- 
fage  from  the  irritating  falts  conveyed 
in  the  urine.  It  refembles  the  fluid 
in  the  eye,  which  is  fecreted  in  fmall 
quantity,  but  when  the  lachrymal 
gland  is  flimulated  by  grief,  duff,  or 
other  offending  fubftance,  the  dif- 
charge becomes  copious  and  fome- 
times acrid. 

Darwin  obferves,  p.  78,  in  his 
experiments  on  pus  and  mucus,  that 
whenever  the  fecretion  of  any  fluid  is 

increafed 
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increafed,  there  is  at  the  fame  time*an 
increafed  heat  in  the  part.  The  fame 
gentleman  obferves,  p.  77,  that  " the 
catarrhal  humour  from  the  noftrils  of 
fome  who  ride  in  frofty  weather,  and 
the  tears  which  run  down  the  cheeks 
of  thofe  who  have  an  obftrudtion  of 
the  puncta  lachrymalia,  are  eafdy 
diftinguiflied  from  others,  by  their 
abounding  in  ammoniacal  or  muri- 
atic falts,  whence  they  inflame  the 
circumjacent  fldn : thus  in  the  ca- 
tarrh, the  upper  lip  becomes  red  and 
lvvelled  from  the  acrimony  of  the 
mucus,  and  patients  complain  of  the 
faltnefs  of  its  tafte.  The  eyes  and 
cheeks  are  red  with  the  corrofive  tears, 
and  the  ichor  of  fome  herpetic  erup- 
tions erodes  far  and  wide  the  conti- 
guous parts,  and  is  pungent ly  fait  to 
the  tafte,  as  fome  patients  have  in- 
formed me.” 


When 
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When  the  mucous  membrane  of 
the  nofe  is  (Emulated  by  a violent 
cold,  or  other  caufe,  we  often  fee  an 
extraordinary  quantity  of  difcharge 
from  that  organ ; yet  no  one  fuf- 
pedls  the  exigence  of  any  ulcers  there, 
and  it  has  been  remarked,  that  the 
difcoloured  mucus  of  that  part  bears 
fo  ftrong  a refemblance  to  the  viru- 
lent difcharge  in  the  gonorrhoea,  that 
it  would  oftentimes  perplex  perfons 
converfant  in  thefe  matters  to  diftin- 
guiih  two  handkerchiefs  the  one  from 
the  other  when  (tained  with  the  refpec- 
tive  mucus.  Either  of  thefe  fluids  hav- 
ing acquired  acrimony  will  inflame, 
and  fometimes  (lightly  excoriate  irrita- 
ble nervous  membranes.  Thefe  excori- 
ations generally  do  well  of  them- 
felves,  and  when  they  do  not,  no  one 
hefitates  to  apply  repellent  and  heal- 
ing medicines  to  the  parts,  without 
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even  the  fmalleft  fufpicion  of  any 
bad  confequence.  With  ulcers  the 
cafe  is  very  different,  there  being 
the  greateft  reafon  to  apprehend 
danger  from  the  abforption  of  mat- 
ter into  the  circulation.  Writers 
of  good  credit  alfert,  that  a drop  of 
acrid  pus,  abforbed  into  the  blood, 
affeCts  all  the  fluids,  ftimulates  the 
veflels,  and  is  capable  of  producing 
violent  diforders,  fuch  as  putrid 
fevers,  6cc.  Impreffed  with  fuch 
ideas,  no  thinking  man,  in  this  or 
any  age,  would  adopt  a praCfice  at 
once  fo  irrational  and  dangerous  : but 
as  the  difcharge  is  merely  mucus,  and 
proved  to  have  no  concern  with  the 
fyflem  or  animal  ceconomy,  it  may  be 
fafely  waflied  away  (like  any  other 
fordes,  from  the  furfaces  of  the  body) 
by  injections,  which  are  not  only  far 

more 
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^inore  expeditious  in  producing  their 
effe£ts,  but  alfo  appear,  on  a due  com- 
panion of  the  merits  of  each,  to  en- 
joy another  pre-eminence,  that  of 
being  a more  Safe  and  agreeable  me- 
thod of  cure  than  any  other  what- 
soever.

prevails  with  regard  to  die 
anode  of  adminiitering  mercurial  pre- 
parations; the  advocates  for  each, 
giving  their  reafons  for  that  which 
they  adopt  in  preference  to  any  other. 
The  alterative  method  is  much  in 
efteem  and  practice,  and  under  pro- 
per regulations  may  be  rendered  very 
beneficial. 

This  appellation  of  alterant  or  al- 
terative is  given  to  all  Jucb  medi- 
cines as  correct  the  bad  qualities  of  the 

bhod. 
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'Shod)  and  othe r animal  fluids , without 
occafioning  any  fenfible  evacuation.  Ac- 
cording to-  Dr.  Woodward,  all  that  is. 
commonly  alledged  concerning  the 
change  of  the  principles  or  ferments-  - 
of  difeafes  by  alterant  remedies,  is 
merely  chimerical1  and  imaginary ; he 
remarks,  that  there  is  no'  change 
made  to-  the  advantage  of  the  human;, 
body  without  a fucceffive  renovation, 
and  difeharge  of  what  is  hurtful,  and 
a fup ply  of  its  place  by  fomething  in- 
nocent. 

The  Dodlor  gives  the  preference- 
to  evacuants,  as  being  the  only  medi- 
cines capable  of  freeing  the  machine- 
from  whatever  incommodes  it.  Some 
take  a contrary  courfe,  and  aferibe 
even  the  falutary  effects  of  evacuants- 
to  their  alterative  nature,  which  has 
been  alledged  of  mercury  in  the  cure 
of  the  venereal  difeafe.  Among  al- 
£ z ter  ant 
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terant  medicines  there  are  fever  ah 
which  change  the  fcene  of  the  fymp- 
toms,,  and  others  which  fufpend  the 
a&ion  of  the  morbific  matter  for  a 
time;.,  but  thefe  remedies  which  hold 
the  morbific  principles  captive  pro* 
tempore,  are  only  palliatives,  and 
even  on  fome  accounts  dangerous, 
fince  they  may  as  well  captivate  other 
principles  lieceflary  to  life. 

Dr.  Fordyce  fays,  p.  362.  What- 
ever preparation  we  employ,  wefhoukL 
give  it  in  fhcli  a manner  and' in  fuch 
a dofe  as  to  produce  hardnefs,  full- 
nefs,  and  moderate  frequency  of  the 
pulfe,  with  as  little  fenfible  evacua- 
tion as  pofiible;  for  the  mercury 
cures  fooner,  and^  with  greater  cer- 
tainty, when  the  ftrength  is  but  lit- 
tle, than  when  it  is  much  reduced 
by  it,”  ' 


Mr. 
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Mr.  Plenck  is  of  opinion,,  that 
“ mercury,  together  with  the  vene- 
real virus,  may  be  more  conveni- 
ently and  more  eafily  evacuated  by 
the  ordinary  excretions  of  fweat, 
ftool,  and  urine  Z* 

It  feems  to  me  much  more  fafe  to 
permit  the  gradual,  evacuation  of 
mercury  (after  it  has  circulated  fome 
time,  and  fubdued  the  virus)  by  one 
or  other  of  the  excretions,  than  to- 
confine  it  within  the  body  by  opiates, 
or  other  means,  fo  as  to  occafioni 
liardnefs,  fullnefs,  and  acceleration! 
of  the  pulfe;  . The  faturation.or  im- 
pregnation of  the  fyftem  with  mer- 
cury is  very  hazardous,  as  it  fome- 
times  terminates  in  a fatal  diarrhsea. 
Surely  it  is  moft  prudent  to  permit  a 
little  of  the  mercury  to  depart,  and.- 
throw  into  the  circulation  filch  a pro- 
portion only,  as  may  be  altogether 
• ‘ ■■ '*  ■ t g * fafe. 
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fafe  and  yet  fufficient  to  keep  up  a 
gentle  mercurial  ftimulus  in  the 
habit.  ' 

Mercury  and  wine  operate  fome- 
what  alike  upon  the  body.  If  a cer- 
tain quantity  of  wine  is  drank,  hard- 
nefs,  fullnefs,  and  acceleration  of  the 
pulfe.  will  fupervene, . till  at  length  in* 
common  an  evacuation  takes  place ; 
when  it  does  not,  and  the  wine  is  re- 
tained there,  , (like  mercury  exhibited  < 
as  an  alterative)  it  excites  feverifli- 
heat,  and  does  the.  conftitution'muchi 
more  injury,  than  when  it  pafles  off 
gradually  by  any.  of  the  ordinary 
evacuations.- 

Dr.  Fordyce  obferves,  “ it  is  never 
neceflary  to  falivate.  a patient,  unlefs 
he  be  fo  irritable,  that  the  fmalleft 
dofe  of  mercury  immediately  affe&s . 
his  mouth,  or  unlefs  the  di&afe  be 

proceeding  fo  faft  that  it  would  be 

hazardous  ^ 
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hazardous  to  wait  till  it  was  checked 
by  the  remedy  given  in  fuch  a man- 
ner as  to  avoid  falivation  ; or  except- 
ing when  we  cannot  truft  to  his  uling 
it  regularly.  On  the  contrary,  fali- 
vation renders  the  effe&s  of  the  me- 
dicine uncertain*— p.  363.  The  fame 
author  fays,  “ If,  notwithftanding 
thefe  precautions,  a falivation  fhould 
come  on,  we  know,  of  no  remedy 
which  will  remove  it  with  any  degree 
of  certainty,  although  fulphur,  cam- 
phire,  and  purgatives  have  been  re- 
commended for  this  purpofe.  If 
therefore  the  cafe  be  urgent,  the  bed: 
way  is  to  let  it  go  on,  ufing  the  mer- 
curial ointment  * as  before  defcribed,’*' 
p.  3 65.

* Dr.  Sdunders,  p.  157,.  fays,  he  has  known 
patients  who  have  had  violent  fevers  excited  by 
mercury  applied  in  the  form  of  un&ion, 

The^ 
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I have  ever  found  thofe  patients 
more  eafily  cured,  who  were  molt  fuf- 
ceptible  of  the  mercurial  ftimulus.. 
Let  there  be  an  affe&ion  of  the: 
mouth  and  gums,  (parts  which,  from, 
the  lefs  irritability  of  their  furfaces, 
are  beft  calculated  to  endure  friftion) 

and. 


The  fame-  author  remarks,  that  a gentleman 
who  had  hadrecourfe  to  mercurial  undion,  being 
feized  with  a fever,  fent  for  him  and  commu- 
nicated to  him  his  venereal  complaints.  His 
nulfe  was  quick  and.  hard,  he  complained  of  pain 
in  his  back,  headach,  third,  and  other  fuch  fym- 
ntoms  as  1 had  frequently  feen-anfe  from  a mer- 
curial courfe  conducted,  on  the  p.lan  . here  pre- 
fcribed.  p.  *39* 

Dr.  Cullen  obferves,— that  purging  i$  never  ex- 
cited by  any  means,  without  fpafms  of  the  intefT 
tines  which,  when  the  operation  is  continued,  are 
apt  to  end  in  durable  fpafm  and  inflammation. 
Thcfe  are  attended  with  very  dangerous  confe- 
quences.  Neither  does  the  method  of  purging  by. 
undion  anfwer  much  better  (although  perhaps 
more  efFedual),  becaufe  it  is  attended  with  very 
great  pain ,—Leftures  on  Mauna  m(iltcay  p.  4-53- 
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and  an  amendment  of  the'  complaint 
takes  place  at  leaf!:  nine  times  in 
ten ; the  mercury  will  run  off  in 
general  very  foon  if  the  procefs  is 
difcontinued',  which  it  muft  not  be, 
but  the  tender nefs  of  the  mouth  is  to 
be  kept  up  to  a certain  degree,  (ac- 
cording to  the  urgency  of  the  difor- 
der,  and  to  prevent  a relapfe)  by  the 
perfevering  ufe  of  the  remedy  in  fmall 
quantity.  It  is  not  the  mere  quan- 
tity of  mercury,.,  but  the.  method  of 
ufing  it,  which  in  my  opinion  is  the 
chief  circumftance  to  be  relied  on 
in  the  cure.  I would  certainly  run. 
the  rilk  (if  there  was  any)  of  not 
curing , rather  than  expofe  my- 

patient  to  the  hazard  of  a large 
quantity  of  accumulated  mercury 
ready  at  an  hour’s  notice,  or  lefs,  to 
.emancipate  itfclf  from  the  body  by 

Simulating 
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simulating  the  inteftines,  and  thus 
exhaufting  life. 

We  may  be  amufed  with  the  theory 
of  mercury  circulating  in  the  fyftem 
in  perfect  equilibrium,  not  inclining 
more  to  one  fee  ret;  on  than,  to  ano- 
ther; but  it  is  certain  this  is  a:  power- 
ful medicine  that  ought  not  to  be 
trifled  with.;,  we. cannot  lay  to  it— So 
far  {halt  thou  gp,  and  no  further. 
The  molt  fkilful  pilot  will  find  it 
difficult  fo  to  trim  his  veflel  that  it 
fliall  not  fink  or  overturn  when  too 
heavily  laden  with  mercury. 

The  ingenious  Plenck  (to  whom 
the  world  is  much  indebted  for  the 
great  improvements  he  has  made  by 
his  experiments  on  mercury,  and  in 
the  cure  of  this  difeafe)  fays,  that  a 
falivation  is  a dangerous  practice; 
for  the  famous  Ajiruc , fays  he,  afierts 
that  there  frequently  fnpervene,  vio- 
lent 
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lent  fevers,  diarrhaea,  dyfentery,  hae- 
moptoe,  -an  immobility  of  the  jaws, 
and  likewife  a fuft'ocation,  and  that 
too,  when  a falivation  has  been  mod: 
properly  conduced ; and  after  him 
the  mod:  fkilful  Locher  tells  us  the 
lame. 

Several  years  fince  a practitioner 
had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  (within  a 
fhort  time  of  each  other)  two  pa- 
tients with  chancres,  for  the  cure  -of 
which  he  had  railed  very  high  fali- 
vations  by  mercurial  ointment.  Jud 
as  their  complaints  were  healed,  and 
falivation  began  to  declin^,  one  of 
the  gentlemen  was  feized  with  a dy- 
fenteric  flux,  and  expired  within  a 
few  hours 4 his  death  was  attributed 
to  a piece  of  butter  which  the  nurfe 
had  inadvertently  put  into  his  gruel. 
The  other  died  alfo  of  a dux,  arifing 
from  the  fudden  defcent  of  the  mer- 
cury 
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’Cary  overturning  the  equilibrium,  and 
rufhing  through  the  patient's  bowels 
with  irrefiftible  impetuofity. 

This  inconfiderate  and  injudicious 
gentleman  was  threatened  at  that 
time  with  an  indictment  for  the  mur- 
der of  one  of  the  parties,  becaufe  it 
appeared  that  he  had  been  often  cau- 
tioned (by  the  lurgeon  who  had  been 
called  into  confultation  with  him)  to 
forbear  the  anointing,  but  he  per- 
fifled  in  ufmg  the  unCtion  in  fpite  of/ 
every  remonftrarice.  The  death  of 
thefe  two  gentlemen  coming  fo  near 
together  and  befalling  the  fame  prac- 
titioner, occasioned  more  noife  in  this 
metropolis  than  the  lofs  of  twenty 
hofpital  patients,  and  will,  it  is  hoped, 
operate  as  a caution  on  the  mind  of 
every  practitioner. 

Inftead  either  of  this  practice  by 
nnCtion,  or  that  of  pills  (my  objec- 
tions 


tions  to  which  have  been  frequently 
publifhed)  I make  ufe  fometimes  of 
a grain  of  mercurial  powder,  and 
at  others,  of  a mucilage  compofed  of 
mere.  dulc.  (or  other  preparations) 
of  the  confidence  of  butter,  yet  of 
an  adhefive  vifeidity,  and  fo  con- 
trived, that  the  fize  of  a common 
pea  contains  five  or  fix  dofes.  This 
may  be  applied  (once  or  oftener  in 
the  day  as  the  cafe  may  require),  to 
the  thin  cuticular  furfaces  of  the 
mouth  or  lips,  from  which,  if  ma- 
naged with  care,  it  will  not  pafs 
into  the  ftomach,  but  will  adhere 
till  it  is  taken  up  into  the  blood 
by  the  numerous  abforbent  veflels  of 
thofe  parts.  The  abforption  may  be 
aflifted  by  a flight  and  momentary 
fri&ion  with  the  tongue  or  finger, 
and  the  worfl  venereal  diforder  be 
F cured 
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cured  by  mercury  admin iftercd  in 
this  manner  *. 

Dr. 

* Since  the  common  forms  are  difagreeable, 
and  many  of  them  very  naufeous,  why  lhould  we 
not  adopt  this?  why  might  not  a powder  which 
has  no  tafte,  be  conveyed  in  marmalet  or  currant 
jelly,  as  well  as  in  balfam  of  locatelli  or  any 
other  conferve  ? 

It  is  the  idea  of  phyfic  which  makes  a bolus  or 
pill  difficult  to  be  fwallowed,  and  occafions  a con- 
vulfive  affedtion  of  the  throat  and  fauces,  and 
loiTietimes  as  far  as  the  diaphragm  and  the  fto- 
mach.  Some  perfons  indeed,  by  long  habit,  get 
the  better  of  thedifguft  which  thefe  create  at  firft. 
Would  it  not  be  agreeable  to  venereal  patients  to 
abolifh  fuch  naufeating  forms  altogether?  where 
would  be  the  harm  in  fo  doing?  It  might  be  an- 
fwered,  the  compounders  of  medicines  would  fuf- 
tain  a lofs  thro’  this  deviation  from  the  com- 
mon courfe  of  bufinefs.  This  argument  lias  cer- 
tainly lb  me  weight  j but  fhould  not  private  advan- 
tage on  this,  as  on  other  occafions,  yield  to  tlve 
public  good  ? . 

A mercurial  lozenge,  I believe,  mod  patients 
would  prefer  to  a pill,  as  it  would  diffolve  gradually 
in  the  mouth,  and  give  no  trouble  in  fwallowing. 
It  would  have  the  common,  and  all  the  required 
effedt  of  a pill,  and  yet  have  certain  advantages 

alfo,  for  whilft  it  was  difiblving  in  the  mouth, 
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Dr.  Hunter  fays — “ There  can  be 
no  doubt  of  abforption  taking  place 
on  the  infide  of  the  mouth,  of  the 

preputium,  of  the  labia,”  &c. 

Mr.  CruikJImnk  remarks, — That 
though  all  furfaces  abforb,  and  any 
furface  may  be  ftimulated  to  abforb 
more  than  it  commonly  does ; yet  in 
general,  furfaces  feem  to  tire,  (if  one 
might  fay  fo)  and  like  mufcles,  having 
performed  a certain  quantity  of 
work,  refufe  to  do  more.” 

This  procefs  then  will  be  attended 
with  a peculiar  advantage,  as  it  will 
give  the  abforbents  very  little  trouble, 
and  favour  their  natural  indolence. 

F 2 Again, 

a part  of  the  mercury  would  probably  be  abforbed 
into  the  circulation  from  that  furface,  and  what 
pafled  into  the  ftomach  being  incorporated  with 
the  ropy  mucus  of  the  mouth,  (faliva)  would  pro- 
duce lefs  irritation  and  ficknefs  in  that  fufceptible 
organ,  and  prevent  the  ufe  of  opium  with  which 
furgeons  generally  correft  the  ftimulus  of  mer- 
cury, and  which,  as  I have  obferved  before,  ma- 
terially injures  the  conftitution. 
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Again,  the  fame  gentleman  fays* 
“ Now  if,  according  to  my  calcula- 
tion, three  grains  of  calomel  have  as 
great  an  effedl  on  the  venereal  virus 
as  forty-five-  grains  of  mercurial  oint- 
ment, and  if  it  would  require  half  an 
hour’s  ftrong  fri&ion  to  make  thefe 
forty-five  grains  be  abforbed  from  the 
whole  infide  of  the  thigh,  while  three 
grains  of  calomel  gently  'rubbed  on 
the  iniide  of  the  mouth  may  be  ab- 
forbed in  half  an  hour,  or,  though  it 
fhould  not  be  ablorbed  in  twelve 
hours,  ftill  if  it  is  attended  with  no 
trouble  to  the  patient,  who  does  not 
perceive  the  advantage  of  employing 
calomel  rather  than  mercurial  oint- 
ment ?” 

I hope  the  publication  of  the  fol- 
lowing obfervations  which  have  been 
made  by  my  medical  acquaintance, 
and  fame  remarkable  cafes  which  have 

occurred 
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occurred  to  me  lately  in  practice* 
will  convey  further  information,  and 
tend  to  that  point  which  I am  fol- 
licitous  to  eftablifh. 

A certain  phyfician  has  honoured 
me  with  two  letters,  the  laft,,  (as  it 
contains  a difcuflion  of  the  mat- 
ter in  queftion)  I lhall  give  an  ex- 
trait  of,  in  the  Doctor’s  own  words- 
M I have  not  the  leaft  objections; 
to  the  whole  of  the  principles,,  and 
the  doctrines  you  have  laid  down,  and 
think  that  you  have  eftablifhed  them 
on  the  firmeft  bafis ; but  the  doubt 
with  me  is,  whether  in  injudicious, 
hands  too  great  a quantity  of  mer- 
cury may  not  in  fome  cafes  be  thrown; 
into  the  habit,  and  where  the  leaft 
attention  poftible  is  paid-  to  their 
* regimen  and  conduit.  I think  that 

I 

* With  the  greateft  -deference  to  this  gentle- 
man, I fubmit  to  his  confuleration  whether 
F 3,  muchi 
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I have  feen  cafes,  where  fame  fyrrip- 
toms  have  arofe,  that  are  more  pro- 
perly to  be  referred  to  the  effetts  of 
the  antidote,-  than  to  the  difeafe  : but 
this  can  be  no  objection  to  the  me- 
thod itfelfy  but  to  the  improper  ufe 
of  it”  1 8 OBober,  1780. 

Two  other  phyficians  have  expref- 
fed  their  fentiments  in  one  letter, 
faying,  “ We  hope  you  will  pro- 
fecute  your  plan,  as  it  promifes  fair 
to  be  of  ufe  to  mankind,  and  may 
fave  many  a constitution  which 

otlierwife 


much  attention  is  necefTary  with  regard  to  re- 
gimen (or  conduct  with  fefpeft  to  cold)  when 
the  mercury  does  not  operate  on  the  ftomach  and 
prim*  viae.  A gentleman  in  the  navy  informed 
me,  that  he  was  feveral  times  wet  through  all 
his  clothes,  whilft  he  was  under  this  procefs, 
but  that  he  found  not  the  lead  injury  to  his 
health  in  confequence  of  it ; fo  peculiarly  friendly 
to  the  conftitution  is  this  mode  of  adminiltering 
mercury. 
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otherwife  would  fuffer  by  the  im- 
proper application  of  mercury.” 

8 June,  1780. 

I was  defired  by  a gentleman  to 
look  on  a fervant,  (of  thirty  years 
of  age)  who  had  a complaint  in  his 
tefticle,  which  had  been  forming 
there  for  feveral  months.  I examined 
him  in  the  prefence  of  a phyfician, 
who  declared  the  cafe  to  be  very  un- 
promifing  and  almoft  hopelefs.  The 
tumour  was  large,  and  chiefly  fchir- 
rous,  there  was  alfo  a fore  which 
had  an  unkind  afpe6f  : it  was  not 
afcertained  whether  the  mifchief  pro- 
ceeded from  a venereal  injury,  a 
contufion,  or  bad  habit  of  body. 
The  Dodor  was  pleafed  to  direct 
that  the  mere.  dulc.  fexties  fub- 
limat.  fhould  be  tried  according  to 
my  plan.  The  family  apothecary 
being  prefent,  I defired  he  would  be- 
gin 
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gin  with  giving  the  patient  three 
grains  every  day  to  be  rubbed  on  the 
lips  and  infide  of  the  mouth.  We 
agreed  that  the  part  affected  fhould 
be  covered  with  a poultice  of  bread 
and  milk,  and  fupported  with  a bag 
trufs.  In  about  three  or  four  months, 
the  apothecary  brought  the  patient  to 
my  houfe  perfectly  cured  by  this  me- 
thod. 

About  a year  ago  or  more,  a mem- 
ber of  our  company,  who  refides  in  the 
country,  brought  his  fon  to  me,  (a 
youth  of  nine  or  ten  years)  with  an. 
ulcerated  fore  throat,  (which  made  him 
fpeak  through  his  nofe)  and  a conti- 
nual hoarfenefs ; thefe  complaints  he 
had  been  afflidted  with  for  two  years, 
and  though  he  had  uied  many  means 
to  remove  the  diforder,  yet  they  did 
not  avail,  and  the  young  gentleman 
(who,  as.  the  father  informed  me,  had 

always 
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always  enjoyed  a good  date  of  health 
from  his  birth  till  this  unfortunate 
illnefs)  wafted  much,  and  was  appa- 
rently going  into  a decline.  His  pa- 
rents were  both  defirous  he  fhould 
make  trial  of  my  procefs,  which  he 
accordingly  did.  In  a fortnight  the 
father  called  on  me  again,  and  re- 
ported his  fon  to  be  confiderably 
better.  I faw  nothing  more  of  him 
till  five  weeks  after,  when  he  told 
me  with  much  earneftnefs,  that 
he  was  come  to  thank  me  for  having 
faved  the  life  of  his  fon  who  had  re- 
ceived a perfeft  cure,  for  which  he 
defired  to  know  what  recompence  he 
could  make.  My  anfwer  was,  that 
I was  very  happy  on  the  occalion, 
and  wilhed  no  other  return  than  that 
he  would  be  pleafed  to  communicate 
the  intelligence  to  Dr.  Hunter  and 
Mr.  Cruikfhank  whom  he  knew,  and 

who 
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who  had  kindly  interefted  themfelves 
in  the  fuccefs  of  this  mode  of  prac- 
tice. The  gentleman  affured  me  that  he 
would  wait  on  Dr.  Hunter , and  alfb 
draw  up  an  account  of  the  cafe  in 
writing  and  fend  it  to  me  ; but  I 
have  not  been  as  yet  favoured  with  it. 

About  the  time  this  event  hap- 
pened, a phylician  of  one  of  the  city 
holpitals  was  called  to  fee  a patient  of 
mine  with  eruptions  of  a venereal 
appearance,  and  for  which  I was  giv- 
ing him  the  mercurius  dulc.  to  be 
rubbed  on  the  lips  and  furfaces  of  the 
mouth.  The  Do6for  refufed  his  af- 
fiftance  till  he  had  feen  me,  called  at 
my  houfe  to  meet  the  patient,  and 
propofed  to  continue  the  procefs  of 
three  grains  every  day,  to  which  the 
Do£lor  added  a decobtion  to  purify 
the  blood,  and  allift  in  the  cure, 
which  had  the  deli  red  effeft  in  three 
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or  four  weeks.  The  Doctor  thought 
the  eruptions  had  as  much  of  a fcor- 
butic  as  a venereal  appearance.  This 
gentleman’s  polite  and  liberal  beha- 
viour I felt  in  its  full  force,  and  it 
is  a pleafure  to  acknowledge  it  on  this 
occafion. 

I hope  this  and  the  other  cafes 
are  introduced  in  fuch  a manner  as 
to  give  no  umbrage  to  any  of  the 
parties  alluded  to;  on  the  contrary, 
I cannot  doubt  but  they  will  readily 
acknowledge  the  truth  of  the  particu- 
lars on  every  proper  occafion.  I take 
it  for  granted,  that  the  profefiion 
will  fee  the  propriety  of  not  expofing 
without  per  million  a private  corref- 
pondence  to  public  view. 

I think  it  will  appear  from  the 
arguments  and  evidence  adduced,  that 
this  newprocefs  of  mercury  is  by  much 
the  moft  eafy,  fafe,  and  efficacious 

method 
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method  of  adminiftering  it,  and 
weighty  reafons  alone  - which  are 
capable  of  overturning  my  argu- 
ments and  difplaying  their  fallacy, 
and  not  the  dogmatical  unfupported 
affertions  'of  any  man,  however  great 
he  may  be  in  his  own  eftimation, 
will  induce  me  to  change  my  opi- 
nion, which  is  not,  like  that  of  fome 
other  perfons,  equivocal  and  uncer- 
tain. — 

Confider  well,  weigh  ftri&ly  right  and  wrong, 
Refolve  not  quick,  but  once  refolv’d,  be  ftrong. 
In  (pile  of  dulnefs,  and  in  fpite  of  wit,
